Castries, St. Lucia, I'.. W. L, May 10. 
— .Mount Pelee, a volcanic mountain some 
ten miles north of St. Pierre, the com- 
mercial capital of Martinique, is the 
mountain which made n faint show of 
eruption [50 years ago. On May 3 last it 
began to throw out dense clouds of 
smoke. At midnight the same, day Unities, 
accompanied with rumbling noises, light- 
ed the sky over an iinmeuse area, caus- 
ing widespread tenor. May -I, hot ashes 
covered the whole cily quarter of St. 
Pierre an inch thick, and made Mount 
Pelee invisible. At noun May .">, a stream 
of burning lava rushed 400- feet down 
the mountainside, following tl 
of a ton-cut, and reaching th 
miles from the mountain, in three Min- 
nies, ilu its rush the fiery flood swept 
from its path plantations, buildings, fac- 
tories, cattle and human beings of a 
breadth of about it half a mile. At the 
rear of the mouth of the Riviere Blanche 
stood the large Cucrin sugar factory, one 
of the finest in the island. It is now 
completely entombed in lava. The tall 
chimney alone is visible. 

One hundred and lift}' persons are esti- 
mated to have perished there,»including 
the owners. The lava rushed into the 
sea, the latter receding -100 feet, return- 
ing with greater strength, a big wave 
covered the whole sea front of St. Pierre, 
but doing little damage ashore or afloat. 
Terrible detonations beard hundreds of 
mile's northward, followed at short irre- 
gular intervals in the intense darkness 
the electric light failed, but the town 
w.is lit up by lurid Hashes of flame from 
the mountain. The terror stricken in- 
habitants rushed for the hills in their 
night clothes, screaming and shouting, 
mad with terror. 

The Plissono family escaped to St. 
Lucia in a small steamer; :;."> persons, 
mostly women and children arrived hero 
in the forenoon of the Oth and furnished 
the above details. The men remained 
at Martinique. The same afternoon lat- 
er, telegraph communication was inter- 
rupted with both the Islands of Martini- 
que and St. Vincent. During the after- 
noon of the Sth; (lie "Brliisn steamer 
Itoddnm, which had left St. Lucia at 
midnight on the 7th for Martinique, 
crawled' slowly into the Castries harbor, 
unrecognizable, gray with nslios, her rig- 
ging dismantled and sails ami awnings 
hanging about, torn and charred. 

Captain Whntter reported, that having 
just cast anchor off St. Pierre at S a. 
in., in line weather, succeeding an awful 
thunder storm during the' night, he was 
talking to the ship's agent, Joseph Plis- 
son, wlio was in a bout alongside, when 
he saw ii tremendous cloud of smoke and 
blowing cinders rushing with terrific 
rapidity over the town and port, com- 
pletely in an instant enveloping the for- 
mer in a short of flame and raining on 
board. The agent had just time to climb 
on board when bis boat disappeared. Sev- 
eral of the crew of the Roddum were 
quickly scorched to death. 'By super- 
human efforts and having (steam up, the 
cable was slipped and the steamer backed 
away from the shore and nine hours 
later managed to reach Castries. Ten of 
the Koddam's men were lying dead, 
burned out of human semblance ■flmong 
the black cinders which covered the 
ship's deck to a depth of six inches. Two 
more of the crew have since died. The 
survivors of the Koddnm's crew wore loud 
in their praise of the heroic pond net of 
their captain in steering his vessel out: 
of danger with his own hands, which 
were badly burned by the rain of lire 
which kept falling on the ship for miles 
lifter she got miller way. Beyond burns, 
all over his body, the enptnin is safe, ns 
is also the ship's agent, (hough he is 
badly scorched. Mr. Plissono is believed 
here to be the sole susvivor of the -1(1.0(10 
inhabitants of St. Pierre, who remained 
in the town anil all the shipping in tin; 
port has been utterly destroyed. 

The British royal mail steamer Esk, 
which called oil" Martinique at 10 p. m.. 
last night, reports standing off shore . 
ilivo miles, sounding her whistle and 
sending up rockets. She received no an- | 
swer. The whole sea front was blazing i 
for miles. The Iisk sent a boat ashore, 
but it could not land on account of the 
terrible heat, which was accompanied 
by loud explosions. Not a living soul 
appeared ashore after the boat had wait- 
ed for two hours. Fire and ashes fell 
all over the steamer. 

Point a Pitre, Gaudelonpe, May 10.— 
The morning of May 5, Guadeloupe 
learned that the Mount Pelee volcano in 
Martinique had been in a state of erup- 
tion since Saturday, May .'i, throwing out 
cs. Tuesday a very heavy storm oc- 
curred and loud detonations were heard. 
At poor, came a rumor that lava was 
flowing from Mount Pelee, and that ."100 
lives had been lost at St. Pierre. All 
that day wore heard loud nofses, like 
the discharge of heavy artillery far off. 
It is now known that these noises were 
from the Martinique volcano. In the 
afternoon the cable connections with 
Martinique all disappeared. A very 
heavy thunder storm then broke over 
Guadeloupe, and lasted for a consider- 
able time and rumors were current that 
the Sotifrierc volcano in Guadeloupe *>vns 
more active. Tile earth was trembling 
at Basseterre mid volcanic rumblings 
were heard. 

News of the disaster in Martinique 
reached hero by the French war vessel 
Suchet, iFriday morning. Nearly every- 
one here lias relatives in Martinique, and 
intense sorrow prevails. All the stores 



are closed and the flags nre at half-mast. 
The mountains of Guadeloupe are cloud- 
ed in darkness and frequent heavy storms 
continue. People tire on the edge with 
anxiety fearing that La Sotifrierc way 
become active. A light earthquake or 
a slight increase in the usual smoking 
of La Soufriere would precipitate a panic 
here. It is believed that there is no 
longer any danger. 

Point « 'Pitre, May 9. — The Quebec 
line steamship Korona arrived at the 
Island of Dominica yesterday, bringing 
a number of survivors from her sister 
ship, the Roraiina. The captain of the 
'Koronu says that the eruption at St. 
Pierre was apparently from n new cra- 
ter, and that accompanying the eruption 
there seemed to be a tidal wave, which 
overwhelmed the shipping. 

A message from the Island of St. Vin- 
cent says: "The Sotifrierc has been in 
n state of eruption for nine consecutive 
mornings. On Thursday morning the 
day broke with heavy thunder and light- 
ning, ■which soon changed into a continu- 
ous roar. Vast columns of smoke rose 
over the mountain, becoming deiiser-flnd 
tenser, and the scoria-like hail, changing 
later to tine ilnst, fell upon all the ad- 
jacent estates, destroying a vast amount 
of property. 

At Chateau Beluire ashes were two 
feet deep. In Kingstown they were fully 
an inch deep, ami many large stones fell 
in tlio parish of Georgetown. The earth 
shook violently, am! at 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon a uight-likc darkness spread 
over the country. Thirty people are 
known to have been killed and the dam- 
age to property in the Windward dis- 
trict was very heavy. The storm roared 
about Soufriere till night without cessa- 
tion, but on the following morning it be- 
came intermittent and fainter." 

A report from Barbadoes says that i it 
the 7th the sky was heavily overcast. 
The heat was excessive, and there was a 
distant sound of thunder. Later, early 
in the afternoon, dense darkness set in 
anil a great quantity of dust fell ami 
continued falling until a late hour. No 
damage is reported. 

Port do France, Martinique, May 10.— 
Hopes are raised .that more of the popu- 
lation of St. Pierre than had been indi- 
cated have been Saved. It is believed 
that a number of people were rescued 
from (he stricken town by steamers 
running to Fort de France. 

Tli<> work of clearing away the dehris 
in the city of St. Pierre has already Coon 
begun, and even now some semblance of 
order has been restored. The smoking 
ruins have been partially cleaved, and it 
has been agreed by the municipal and 
other authorities to burn all corpses 
found in the streets. The authorities of 
Port de France are sending all neces- 
sities for sufferers and medical nid for 
the injured, the food supplies of St. 
Pierre being nil destroyed. The cruiser 
Suchet is re-victualling .Martinique from 
Gunduloiipe. 

^Puris, May 10.— At a meeting of (ho 
French cabinet this morning the minister 
of finance, til. Cnillaux, was authorized 
to expend the money necessary to succor 
the sufferers by the Martinique disaster. 
An official of tlio Colonial office sailed 
from Brest for 'Martinique this morning 
with half a million francs in cash. M. 
do Crais informed the cabinet meeting 
that Senator Knight (president of the 
legislature of Martinique, who was be- 
lieved to have lost his life at St. Pierre), 
had escaped La Patrie says the wife of 
Senator Knight has received a cable- 
gram from her hodbnnd dated Port do 
France, Martinique, at .'{ p.m., yesterday, 
saying: "Well; property safe." 

The despatch also said that Morne 
Kongo was spared. Morne Rouge is a 
beautiful resort between the city of St. 
Pierre and the crater of Mount Pelee. 
Purine the hot summer weather it is in- 
habited -with the people of Martinique as 
a place of recreation. At (his period of 
the year the residents number about 800. 

Washington. 'May 10— Secretary of the 
N'uvv Moody has cabled the commander 
of the cruiser Cincinnati, now at San 
Domingo city, to proceed to Martinique 
and render such aid as is possible.

Kingston, Out., May 10.— Rev. Dr. 
Oram, principal of Queen's university, 
died somewhat suddenly at 11:10 this 
morning, of oedema of the lungs. Yes- 
terday and all last night the patient 
seemed to be in a fair way of recovery. 
A bad turn came on this morning and the 
patient sank rapidly. His end was calm. 
He was conscious within an hour of 
death, recognizing those at his side. 
These were W. It. Grant, 'M.A., li is son; 
Mrs. Field, his sister-in-law, and Miss 
Field, and his medical men. . The funeral 
is lixed for Tuesday. 

The Very Rev. George Monro Grunt, 
M. A., D. D., LL. D., C. M. G., prin- 
cipal and vice-chancellor of Queen's Uni- 
versity, Kingston, has for many years 
been one of the foremost figures in Cana- 
dian religious, educational and national 
life. Born nt Albion Mines, Nova Scotia, 
on December 22, 1S35, he was educated 
at Pictou Academy, nnd nt the West 
River Seminary of the Presbyterian 
church, and in lS.";j received a bursary 
that entitled him to a course at the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, where his college 
career was exceptionally brilliant. He 
was first in classics, moral philosophy 
and chemistry, and carried off the Lord 
Rector's prize for the best essay on Hin- 
doo literature and philosophy. 

Ordained to the ministry in November, 
1860, lie returned to Canada and in the 
following year was appointed a mission- 
ary in Pictou comity. He was soon af- 
terwards sent to Georgetown, 1*. E. I., 
and in May, ISO;!, accepted the pastorate 
of St. Matthews church, Halifax, where 
he remained fourteen years. While in 
'Halifax be was a director of Dnlhousie 
college, a trustee of the Theological 
Seminary, and took an active and promi- 
nent part in various benevolent societies. 
He was a zealous advocate of the union 
of the Presbyterian church, aud when 
this was accomplished he, as moderator 
of the Kirk Synod, subscribed to the 
articles in its name. 

In 1S72 he accompanied Sir Sandford 
Fleming in bis celebrated journey over- 
land to British Columbia, and as a result 
published in 1ST.'! "Ocean to Ocean," a 
work which has passed through several 
additions, and is still read with interest 
by old and young. This was the com- 
mencement of a line of authorship which 
he bus since often followed. 

In 1S77 he became principal of Queen's 
college, Kingston, and as owing to the 
withdrawal of the government grant 
from the university the finances of the 
institution were in iv depressed state at 
the time of bis election, he at once got 
to work to raise an endowment fund, 
and succeeded in collecting the sum of 
.^150,000, (o which he has added nt dif- 
ferent times since a very large amount, 
lie belonged to the liberal school of 
thought in the Presbyterian ■church, the 
meaning of which is that while he ad- 
hered to the cardinal doctrines of the 
gospel, he desired to give the utmost 
freedom to individual thought nnd opin- 
ion within the limits of the fundamental 
basis of the church. His ideal was to 

s i federation of the great Protestant 

churches. 

In Nova Scotia he gave his support" 
e who advocated and carried the 
hool system, and the Confedera- 
tion or Canada into one great Dominion. 
Since then he was in the fore front of 
the movement to inculcate a true Cana- 
dian sentiment, aud the promotion of 
closer relations between the colonies nnd 
the mother land. He was singularly free 
and independent in his utterances on 
public questions, unmindful whether bis 
views were unpopular so long ns he 
considered (hem right nnd true. 

In addition to "Ocean to Ocean" he 
published ninny works on religious and 
uibjoets such as "Advantages of 
il Federation." "Our National Ob- 
jects and Aims." "The Religions of (be 
World." Ho also edited "Picturesque 
Panada," and lias written frequently for 

English, Canadian 1 United States 

magazines. 

In 1S.S.S he made a tour round the world 
lecturing in Australia and other places 
on the way. He has held the position 
of moderator of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian church in Canada; 
president of the rmperinl Federation 
League: president of the Royal Society 
of Cnnndn: honorary vice-president of 
the 'Boys' Brigade; chaplain to the 47th 
Regiment of Canadian Militia; was a 
delegate to the Pan Presbyterian council, 
and received honorary degrees from var- 
ious universities. 

During the visit of die Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York to Can- 
ada last year, Dr. Grant was just re- 
covering from 'an attack of the trouble 
of which a recurrence has now proved 
fatal, nnd a special visit to the patient 
was paid by the Duke and Duchess. 

Honored and respected by all who' 
knew him, be passes from the scene, one 
of the grandest figures in Canadian lire, 
a true Canadian, and a loyal subject 
of the great Empire for which be did 
such grand work.

ticeahle that every member of parlia- 
ment, who is at the same time all active 
legal practitioner, is in favor of increas- 
ing the judges' salaries. This attitude 

may arise from convictiol ■ it may he 

merely the result of a prudent regard 
for the welfare of their future clients, 
but in any ease it is an attitude which 
will not meet with very much sympathy 
from the electorate at large. Dr. Coch- 
rane voiced the general sentiment very 
accurately in his declaration that many 
of the judges are now paid more 
than they could earn at the bar, and 
he 'hail not noticed any lack of appli- 
cants for judgeships at the present rale 
of wages. The Canadian judiciary is nl- 
ren'dy quite sufficiently independent of 
public opinion. The matter would not be 
improved hy paying them salaries which 
would enable them to frequent the so- 
ciety of millionnrires and the heads of 
great railway and other corporations. 
Tlie poor man, in a suit against the rich 
man, might be pardoned for lacking con- 
fidence in the judgment of the rich man's 
friend. 

UNDESIRABLE PM M IG RANTS, 
Despite the denials which have been 
made hy Mr. Sil'tou and the officials of 
tlie Department of I in migration, it seems 
clear that the number of uii'desiraible im- 
migrants who have been entering Can- 
ada within the past few years has been 
very large. Attention was lirst called to 
the matter hy Mr. Robert Watehorn, the 
United States special immigrant inspect- 
or at M o"n t real. Mr. Watchoru's par- 
ticular complaint was that many of these 
immigrants eventually found their way 
to the United States." This afforded the 
Americans a reasonable grievance 
agains Canada, and their conduct under 
this provocation has been more dignified 

'than that which they usually display. 
Mr. Wntehorn's answer to Mr. Sifton's 
denial is very specific. It is contained 

j in a letter which lie has written to Mr. 

I Uriah Wilson, the member for Lennox. 
The letter states, among other things, 
that at the moment it was written more 
than one hundred (J reeks, Syrians and 

I Italians were at his olllce seeking per- 
mits to enter the United States. Every 
one of these was refused passage to the 

j United States by lines sailing to that 
country from Europe and the line that 
carried them to Canada refused to sell 
them tickets until they had changed their 
destination from United States points to 
points in Canada. This is u very speci- 
fic statement, and Mr, Sifton can hardly 
he blamed for attempting to ignore it, 
since he is unable to answer it. Fortun- 
ately the evil is on the point of being 
cured hy legislation which will he pass- 
ed this session, ami Camrda will then 
take her place beside the United States 
as refusing to be a dumping ground for 
t hi scrapings of humanity. 

TO PREVENT STRIKES. 
Mr. Muloek has introduced a hill to 
prevent strikes and lockouts on Cana- 
dian railways. lie arrives at his object 
by simply decreeing that strikes and 
lockouts shall not occur in future, and 
by attaching substantial penalties to a 
disregard of the law in this' respect. 
Accompanying I his, there is elaborate 
machinery for settling railway disputes. 
There are to he hoards of arbitration 
made up of the representatives anil of 
the employees, with others to he named 
by these or to he selected by the govor- 
iior-in-coiineil. These boards will make 
awards which both panics to the dispute 
will he compelled to accept, and with 
which no court of law will be allowed 
to interfere. The measure will not he 
enacted this session, hut will be printed 
and widely distributed, so that the gov- 
eminent may gel the benefit of anv 
suggestions from those interested. It ha*s 
been said that such a law will he effect- 
ive as against [in. company, but not as 
against the men. because the latter as 
individuals could not lie compelled in 
remain ai work if they were dissatisfied. | 
This, however, is not found to hi' the 
case in the United States, for experience 
has shown that injunctions issued I 
against tin' heads of labor organizations 
have the practical effect of binding all 
the members of such bodies. 

CANADIAN CATTLE. 
Mr. Bourussu has surprised himself 
and the House by ottering a resolution 
with which the government agreed. It 
was to the elTeet that the government 
of Canada objected to Great Britain 
applying the Diseases of Animals Act to 
the cattle of Canada,, "thereby prevent- 
ing the sale of Canadian animals in 
Great Britain on fair terms, and injur- 
ing the cattle trade of Canada in all 
foreign markets." Sir Wilfrid iLaurier 
will go to I/oudon next month armed 
with instructions to have this embargo 
removed if possible, but his mission in 
this respect will he a forlorn rope. The 
law of England requires foreign cattle 
to he slaughtered as soon as they arrive 
in that country. This is done nominally 
to keep oat disease, but really to protect 
the cattle breeders of Great Britain and 
preserve for them their own home mar- 
ket. The land-owners who control the 
House of Lords will he very slow to 
change a law which must he to their 
personal advantage. 

Somewhat analogous to this question 
is that raised hy Mr. Boyd, of Mnedoil- 
nld. with reference to the regulation hy 
which the war olllce require that onlv 
home-bred beasts shall he used for beef 
for soldiers in the United Kingdom. 
Any old kind of beef is good enough for 
I he men at war. hut tlie fellows who are 
home taking their ease must have 
nothing but the best. Canadian cattle- 
men lire naturally angry at being thus 
shut out from tendering on these tinny 
contracts, in this case the matter can 
he arranged hy the war office, if the 
officials see lit to do so. _ As a comment- 
ary upon the way in which the .Dominion 
department of agriculture is conducted, 
it may he noted that although this regu- 
lation was issued when Mr. Fisher was 
in England looking after Canadian trade 
interests, ami although it was common 
talk in the West. Mr. Fisher knew 
nothing about it until it was called to 
his attention by the legislature of Mani- 



toba. Thereupon he wrote to .Lord 
Strathcona, asking that gentleman to 
make inquiries. Nobody knows whether 
Lord Strathcona ever did anything in 
the matter, ami the Minister lias thus 
far declined to rake the trouble to find 
out. 

ISLAND BONUS. 
The Premiei' of Prince Edward Island 
has been assuring his fellow-provincials 
that they need not put themselves to the 
trouble of going down into their pockets 
for more money to run tlie local govern- 
ment, because he was well assured that 
before long they would succeed in get- 
ting a large sum from the Dominion 
treasury. The province claims that the 
$4,500,000, which was the amount of the 
Halifax fishery award, belongs to the. 
provinces which border upon the At- 
lantic, instead of to the Dominion. If 
this claim were upheld, Prince Edward 
Island would be entitled to receive one 
million dollars, with interest of $30,000 
per annum since 1S7S. Although the 
Dominion treasury i.s pretty deep, it 
could hardly afford to meet claims of 
that kind. There seems to he a de- 
cided difference of opinion between Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and the 'Premier of 
Prince Edward Island. The latter says 
that he has been practically promised 
the money. Sir Wilfrid declares that he 
has never heard of it, and that in fact, 
the subject had never been considered. 
As it is hardly probable that the island 
premier invented the story, the question 
now is, who gave him the promise V 
WASTED MONEY, 
Among the items in the supplementary 
estimates is one of $30,000 for dredging 
at the Galops Rapids. This particular 

pi« of dredging has been going on for 

several years, and has cost about a 
million dollars. Mr. Huggart when he 
was minister of railways and canals 
kepi tin' dredges going in this locality 
for several seasons, until he came In 
the conclusion that the work- was an 
absurdity and a waste of public money. 
It was | lien abandoned until the advent 
of Mr. Blair, who resumed the dredging 
operations ami has kepi at it until lie 
has expended $300,000. Now Mr. Blair 
is tired of it. ami he announces thai the 
present vote is the last that will he ask- 
i d for this work. Mr. Keid. of Grenville, 
who knows the locality, declares that tfie 
dredging has been worse than useless, 
and that its on'.y effeef has been to 
draw the water away from the month 
of the canal, Tlie channel through flic 
rapids will never be anv use. The work 
will now probably remain in its present 
condition until some future minister of 
railways desires to distinguish himself 
by pouring a few more hundred thou- 
sands ihtC the hole. 

SUITS AGAINST THE CROWN. 
Some change is to be made in the law 
with respect to the bringing of suits 
against the crown. Hitherto it has been 
impossible to sue the government with- 
out its own consent. Nominally this 
restriction has been used for the purpose 
of preventing His Majesty from being 
dragged into court on frivolous pretexts, 
itiuilly the ivi y it has worked is that 
friends of the government are given 
permission to bring suit, while political 
opponents are not. As the law is to le 
amended it will provide (bat the crown, 
before giving permission for itself to le 
sued, will require security for costs. 
Even when such security is given, tlie 
fial need not issue unless the uttoruey- 
general is willing, but one constant ex- 
cuse for refusal will thereby he taken 
away. Mr. Haggarf expressed a view 
which is shared hy many when he de- 
clared that he could see no reason why 
suit should not be allowed to be brought 
against the crown the same as against 
an individual. The suggestion made by 
.Mr. Uaggarl is in accordance with the 
system that prevails in the United 
Stall's, and it seems to work very well. 
IC\cry state has established the machin- 
ery by which suit may be brought 
against itself in its own courts without 
requiring the permission of any official.

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WONDEIt if thu question of Im- 
perial defence will coiue u i> nt the 
forthcoming conference, in any 
practicnl way. It is not as easy a 
question ;is it looks, by any means. The 
ultimate sanction of international policy 
is force. So far the force behind the 
doings of the British liuipire has been 
t ntirely supplied by Great Britain, and 
the policy of the Empire lias been en- 
tirely directed by Great Britain. That 
i;- not the same thins as saying that the 
policy of the Empire has been directed 
entirely in the interests of Great Britain. 
But Great Britain has been the sole 
judge of what the interests of the Em- 
pire as a whole might he. That is a posi- 
tion entirely incompatible with the draw- 
ing of a reserve of force from the colo- 
nies, except as in the ease of the South 
African war, where the colonies approved 
and endorsed tin' action of Great Britain, 
and -would do so again under similar cir- 
cumstances. But a permanent addition j 
to the forces of the Empire, and in par- 
ticular to the navy, to be drawn from the 
colonies involves the necessity of their 
being able to modify Imperial policy 
when they do not agree with the Imperiail 
policy adopted by Great Britain. 

* • » 

This appears to me to be the crux of 
the whole question. One cannot con- 
tribute to a navy upon an emergency, 
and ships of war cannot return to a store- 
house like the equip lit of citizen sol- 
diers. A navy is a permanent engine, 
ready at any time to be put in motion 
when a lever is moved. Whose hand is 
to be on the lever of the Imperial navy, 
the hand of the Empire or the hand of 
( 1 rent Britain V 

* * * 

The suggestion which has been mooted 
of the colonies providing navies of their 
own to protect their own waters is a had 
one in itself, and it does not meet the 
difficulty at all. It has been very clearly 
pointed out that such squadrons would 
give the minimum of force at the maxi- 
mum of cost. Besides the fact of such 
separate squadrons would not affect the 
responsibility of setting them in motion. 
And a separnteucss of responsibility 
would be a fearful source of weakness in 
any emergency. On the other hand, the 
colonies cannot, subsidize Great Britain, 
and that is -what contributions to Im- 
perial defence "would mean if Great Brit 



merly, and the idea of the strength that 
our 'loyal and patriotic colonies can bring 
to the Imperial cause may have dawned 
upon an unimaginative people. There is, 
however, 11 reverse to the medal; the 
main characteristic of our conduct of the 
South African war lias been improvisa- 
tion oil a huge scale. The feeble re- 
sources and the loose organization of the 
Dutch republics gave time for this Im- 
provisation. To trust to it for national 
security in the future would 'be madness." 

In the course of conversation respecting 
colonial co-operation and the defence of 
the Empire, Sir Charles Dilke observed: 
"The great colonies look upon themselves 
more in the light of allied nations than 
we in this country arc apt to think, and 
I hey somewhat resent home politicians 
telling them in detail what, for the sake 
of the Empire, they ought to do. Colo- 
nial governments tespeciiviiy the govern- 
ment of Australia) seem unable to appre- 
ciate that naval defence means two very 
different things. Local defence of har- 
bors by destroyers, etc., may very well 
be left to local governments, but the ilo : 
reuce of trade by cruisers, and the -watch- 
ing ivf seas for the purpose of preventing 
naval raids, is most etllciently done by a 
single admiralty." 

•"Then what do you consider Aus- 
tralia's duty ;is regards maritime de- 
fence?" 

••Australian defence, in my opinion," 
responded the right honorable gentleman, 
"should he maintained in the form of a 
coiiRibiition to our Heel. In the event 
of war with certain powers. Australia 
would, no doubt, desire to attack their 
colonies in her neighborhood, but for this 
purpose it is imt necessary that she 
should have a local squadron." 

"And as to the colouia'I naval reserve?" 

"1 was the first to suggest a colonial 
naval .reserve, but always maintained 
that there were great difficulties every- 
where except in Newfoundland. In this 
colony alone 1 though! the matter was 
entirely practicable and of lirst-class im- 
portance. The tils! stops have now been 
successfully taken."

In Mr. Blackmoro's "Christowel" is an 
account of the Dancing Tree at iMoreton 
Ilampsteud, ami it chapter is devoted to 
an incident in the story that occurs at 
a dance given on the tree. The tree in 
question still exists, but unhappily it is 
now in a condition to he danced around, 
not danced on. 

The tree is an elm, and it grows out of 
the basement of the old village cross, the 
lower steps of which engirdle the trunk; 
and a fragment of the head of the cross 
lies just below. The tree must have 
sprung up after the destruction of the 
cross, or possibly enough it was itsell 
the cause of destruction, much in the 
same way as trees have destroyed and 
rent in sunder the tomb of Bady Anne 
Grimstoue, in Tewin churchyard. 

Of this latter the story goes that Lady 
Anne en her deathbed declared that she 
could not and would not believe in the 
Resurrection of the Body. Rather, she 
was reported to have said, will 1 hold 
that nine trees would spring out of 111}' 
dead body. 

Now, in process of time the great 
stone sepulchral muss placed over her 
grave split asunder, and through the 
rents issued the shoots of nine trees— six 
ash and three sycamores — I oge! her with 
great trunks and coils of ivy, that among 
them have tossed Up and held ill sus- 
pense the fragments of Lady Anne's 
tomb. The story is of course made to 
account for the phenomenon. 

I'.ut to return to tile 'Cross Tree, More- 
ton Ilampsteml. The elm, grown to a 
considerable size, was pollarded and had 
its blanches curiously trained, so that 
the upper portion was given the shape 
of a table. < >u ibis t rcc top it was cus- 
tomary on certain occasions to lay a 

platform railed r id, access to which 

was obtained by a ladder, and on this 
1 i ee-top da ncilig t ook place. 

The following extracts taken from a 
journal kepi by an old gentleman, a 
native and inhabitant of Moreton 
you | lliunpsteud tit the beginning of this 
' century, arc interesting as giving some 
actual dates upon which festivities took 
place oil the tree.

mock tight that ended in the rout of the 
forces of winter, and the triumph of the 
legions of summer, who thereupon at 
once went in to fetch the May-pole. 

Not only was the May-pole hung with 
houghs and (lowers, but also with eggs, 
also a symbol of the life that returns in 
spring; and I remember a very sad 
story of a lad — the only son of his 
mother, and she a widow— who went 
about the cliffs on the eve of May Day 
lo collect enough gulls' eggs with 'which 
to form a chain to be suspended from 
the .May-pole; in his attempts be fell 
headlong from the cliffs and was dashed 
to pieces. The Jack in the Green of 
May Day is again another representa- 
tion of the same pagan rite, .lack, how- 
ever, is a representative of the tree itself 
dancing, but the attendants dance about 
him. i suppose .lack is wholly gone 
out; but I remember him in London 
some thirty years ago— a man under u 
huge extinguisher, a sort of immense 
bush of green leaves tricked out with rib- 
bons. 



evening anil went to the tree. "Old 
lime," he said, "you cannot stay here 
when new people come in; we fall to- 
gether!"

This Is an Increase over the figures of 
IIHX) of ol". spread generally throughout 
the provinces and duo partly to natural 
growth, partly to accessions to the bands 
from outside the country or In thu non- 
treaty regions. The natural Increase is 
Is (riven as l»:ttl, the births recorded having 
numbered 2,470, and the dPatha only 2.21". 
The larger proportion of deaths Is attrib- 
uted directly or Indirectly to scrofulous or 
pulmonary troubles, .and It Is added that, 
apart from epidemic), the averaire of health 
depends largely on the character of the 
winter. The latter statement means much 
as to what has not been accomplished in 
bringing the subjects of It to an apprecia- 
tion of the comforts of civilized lire and to 
an acceptance of the steady toll by which 
they can bet secured. 

The policy of the department Is described 
as that of amalgamating the Indians with 
the other classes of the) community, after 
fitting them for the full responsibilities of 
citizenship. This policy, or the machinery 
provided thereunder, the report says, white 
satisfactory up to a certain point, has not 
proved as successful as desired. In On- 
tario an extended experience shows that 
graduates of the schools, educational and 
Industrial, with the rarest exceptions, re- 
turn to the communities of their race, and 
although perhaps better equipped than the 
majority of those who seek employment of 
various' kinds among the whites in their 
vicinity, none the less to all Intents and 
purposes remain Indians, with all their 
deepest Interests, affections and ambitions 
centred In their reserves. This stale of 
affairs Is naturally more marked In the 
newer regions: but this may haven cumins 
■well as a bad side. as. In the opinion of 
those who study tho situation, until the 
Western tribes roach the standard of those 
which In the East have been loncer In con- 
tact with white men. "the graduates of 
the schools may be doing the greatest 
amount of good In the direction of elevat- 
ing their race by returning to live on their 
reserves." In regard to them the depart 
incut's ilulv Is In the direction of guarding 
against (heir retrogression, and It Is ex- 
perimenting In the direction of establishing 
little colonics of them on the reserves. 
In the hope that they will not only retti'n 
for themselves the benefits received at the 
schools, but evert a beneficial Influence 
upon tho people. Some results have been 

t elved from tliU which tiro highly spoken 

of. The ordlnnrv Indian, however, is not 
school-hungry, their desire for education 
not as n rule going beyond what will serve 
as a convenience and a protection for them

After the retirement of 'Dr. Mclaiugh- 
lin, 'Mr. Douguis succeeded him as chic'' 
representative in the Pacific ('oast divi- 
sion, and he brought to the direction n 
tlie company's affairs those stiong quali- 
ties of personal character, ndministrativi 
ability, strict discipline and intimate ex- 
perience of the country which rendered 
his services so valuable, not only as ch'e 
factor, but in governing and directing t he 
colonies of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia in the earlier and important 
stages of development. Richard Wan- 
shard came out as governor of Vancouver 
Island in January, 1850, but finding his 
position a very unsatisfactory and dis- 
appointing one, iie left again in 1S51. 
when Mr. Douglas succeeded him. The 
latter would have been appointed in tin 
first place had it not been felt by th' 
authorities in England that bis interests 
were too closely allied with those of the 
Hudson's Bay Company to be wholly im- 
partial, and that his authority as gover- 
nor of tii" colony might clash with his 
authority as chief factor and thus give 
rise to dissatisfaction in the colony, hut 
as a matter of fact, al that timi the in- 
terests of i he Hudson's Bay Company

While, however, the- like faults in other 
nations may be an effective safeguard 
against an overgrowth of vulgar bump- 
tiousness in some particular one, it is 
fortunate that there exists another and 
a less unpleusiug preventive. This is 
I;i found in that universal law of 
change, which 'brings about cycles of 
seed-time and harvest even in things 
that seem purely spiritual. Like every 
other metaphysical tree, a specially 
vaunted type of civilization must sooner 
or later be judged by its fruit; and as 
Lie German tree has recently been shed- 
ding an abundant crop we may with ad- 
vantage pause for a moment* to reflect 
mi the produce which might reasonably 
have been expected, and on that which 
has actually come to hand. 

A purely intellectual education, how- 
ever elementary, is bound to urge tho 
need for accuracy of statement, to in- 
sist that men and women must know 
befoiv the.) ure entitled to assert, and 
that when they do not really know they 
must either say so or he silent. Now, 
what evidence of this desire for accur- 
acy, this caution in the case of uncer- 
tainty, is to be toiiiid in recent German 
treatment of Kngiish affairs? Have 
these virtues not been conspicuous by 
their absence? Have not the German 
pressmen acted simply as an uneducated 
mob, shunning the truth if it proved 
disagreeable to them, and violently as- 
serting what was false because they 
wished it. true? Again, tho mere be- 
ginnings of a moral education impress 
on the learner to be considerate of the 
leadings of others, to do as he would he 
'lone by, »ud to be doubly- careful about 
the truth when the opposite course 
'"'gill leu, to human pain. Have these 
little fundanientu] virtues been in evi- 
dence in tlie war columns of German 
newspapers or in the daily talk of nine- 
tonths of the German people? Is it not 
lather the case that so-called news was: 
chosen because of its power to wound 
and insult, and that ribald writings ami 
bit by pictures were gloated over be- 
cause they held up to scorn those who 
were respected and hived by the whole 
iMiglish race? Lastly, a really sound 
culture may be fairly expected to make 
a man moderate even in denunciation, 
reasonably choice in his language even 
when provoked, and prompt to eschew 
al. that is foul to the eye or offensive 
to the mind. Have the men and women 
of German culture shown these quali- 
ties/ Have they not in hundreds vio- 
ated every rule of good taste, and wal- 
lowed in the mire as onjoyably as any 
slum population could have done to 
whom culture was a name unknown? 

These are unpleasing truths, and 
doubly painful to be said by any of those 
who have hitherto held Germany in re- 
spiel ami have lived on terms of friend- 
ship with numbers of its people. They 
raise disquieting doubts about the real 
value .if German education, which for 
years has been held up to us as a model; 
and they suggest that a purely intellec- 
tual training is of the nature of a veneer 
which merely serves temporarily to hide 
the unsightly. Certain it is, that thou- 
sands of educated Germans have of re- 
cent months shown themselves devoid of 
all self-control, have lost any level- 
headedness they ever possessed, their 
intellects being tossed like corks on the 
sea of their missions, and their souls till- 
ed with envy, malice, and all nncharit- 
nbleness.

New Zealand Natives to Porta Volunteer 
Hegiments. 

A despatch from Wellington, New Zea- 
land, reports that the Maoris recently 
held a great meeting, at which tlie chiefs 
delivered orations. They hoped their 
great father, tiie King, and their white 
mother, the Queen, would accept, through 
Mr. Soddon, their addresses in token of 
their devotion, loyalty and love. None 
would rejoice more than they on Corona- 
tion Day. 

Mr. Sedtlon announced that Maori 
volunteer corps were to be formed, and 
that in less than six months there 
would be (1,(10(1 mounted Maori infantry. 
A better lighting force the King wouid 
not have within the Empire. 

A native chief said: "Let our people 
roam a short time in Africa. That 
would bring peace. The Pnkeha (white 
men) are afraid to hurt the Poors. We 
in days gone by never gave our enemies 
:i second chance of hurting lis. The 
IMaoris are desirous of sending loyal and 
loving messages to the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, whoso presence among 
them assuaged their grief for the loss 
of Queen Victoria." 

It transpired at the meeting that, ac- 
cording to Maori custom, the tohuugas 
(wizards) had been consulted, and that 
the omens for the coronation and for 
the peace and happiness of both races 
were zood.
